in a special activity in the demand, 
and until quite recently the demand 
for Rio coffee for consumption in 
this country bas not beea brisk, 
The advance began in Rio de Jane- 
iro, where the operators, believing 
that the new crop would be much 
smaller than the average, began a 
successful speculative bull move- 
ment and fora while slowly forced 
the prices up. 

The French operators then took 
bold of the market and by vigorous 
option buying in Harve, caused the 
prices to advance sharply. The in- 
fluence of the Harve market and 
the fact that the French operators 
placed considerable orders for stock 
in New York, caused the American 
market to assume a much more 
lively appearance, and to fullow 
the Harve and Rio markets in their 
upward course. The demand for 
consumption being moderate here, 
weighed heavily upon the Ameri- 
can maaket, but steady alivance, 
large option trading and strong 
markets in both Rio and Harve, 
forced the New York market into a 
similar pesition and the result has 
been the heaviest option trading 
and the most active marketand the 
highest prices for Rio coffee ever 
seen in the history of the coffee 
trade in this country since the war. 
—Commercial Bulletin.

The Texas Train Robbery. 
GALVESTON, May 18. 
A San Antonio (Texas) special says: 
The nor.) of * dexpreeson the Mis- 
soutrl Pacific du, Which ieft is 
city at 7 o’clock last evening, encoun- 
tered a gang of train robbers about 10 
o’clock at McNeill’s Station, 12 miles 
north of Austin. As the train 


slowed up at the _ stations the 
robbers to the number of twelve or fif- 
teen, fired several volleys to intimidate 
the passengers. The train was held 
up for nearly an hour, after which i 
was allowed to proceed. The doors of 
the express car were forced open and 
about $4,000 taken. The messengers 
were compelled to throw up their 
hands and were ordered to hand over 
the cash and registered packages. 
Postal Clerk oe says he dis- 
tinctly heard the order given by the 
leader: *‘Don’t touch any of the pas- 
seugers, and don’t shoot any of our 
own men.’”’ The messenger also says 
that he believes the men were green 
hands at the business. 

The following particulars of the train 
robbery on the International - and 
Great Northern railroad at McNeill’s 
Station, have been learned: Twelve 
mounted men did the work, and they 
went at it with so much system, and 
their plans worked so well that they 
secured a large amount of money 
from the Pacific Express Company. 
A passenger on the tiain suys that 
when the train puliedin at McNeill’s 
Station it was found that an agent and 
two gentlemen were iu charge of the 
robbers, well mounted and armed, 
The robbers had rolled a log in front 
of the engine, and the engineer and 
firemen were guarded by some of 
them while the others proceeded to 
fire into the oe cars. The passspgers 
were told that if they kept quiet they 
would not be molested. One passen- 
ger was shot in the hand and a brake- 
man named White had his cheek 
grazed by a bullet. The express agent 
refu to open the express car and 
the robbers broke open the car door 
aod knocked the express agent down. 
The safe was broken open and robbed. 
The amount of money obtained was 
variously estimated at from $21,000 to 
$55,000. After the robbers bad secured 
the “‘boodle”’ they told the train men 
to roll the log off the track and they 
could go. After robbing the train 
they mounted their horses and rode 
away. The train was delayed only 
balf an hour. 


An Actress Killed in Colorado. 
DENVER, May 19. 
The sleeper on the Denver and Rio 
Grande Salt Lake express was derailed 
near Salida, at 5 o’clock this morning. 
Grace Leslie, the leading lady of Kate 
Castieton’s trou pe, was instantly killed. 
Dr. George Cox received a severe scalp 
wound, and Pullman Conductor Au- 
vroy was hurton the head and hip. 


The wounded were taken to the com- 

ny’s aospital at Salida. When 
18 miles east of Salida, the sleeper 
Cairo, which was filed with members 
of the troupe, suddenly and without 
any apparentcause left the track and 
rolled down aa pag hand of sev- 
eral feet among the rocks. The car 
was badly yoyo - and the passen- 
gers =. inevefy direction, Miss 
Leslie, with two or three others, being 
hurled through the broken side of the 
car or windows upon the rocks. 

As soon as the passengers recovered 
from the surprise of the shock, they 
began au investigation;- Miss ‘Leslie 
was foand lying upon the ground, 
dead, ber spinal column broken, and a 
wound on her head. The Castleton 
company cancelled its Leadville en- 
gagement, and returned to Denver 
this evening. The body of Miss Leslie 
will be embalmed and forwarded to 
friends in Brooklyn, New York.

"“T recognize the absolute right of 
every father to have his son learn any 
lawful trade on a plane with bis right 
tothe knowledge of reading, writing 
orany other branch of learning, and 
should be subject to regulation only 
by the laws of his land,’’ 

“!l hereby > myself, in all my 
relations and intercourses with my 
employer and fellow-workmen to 
maintain and live up to these princi- 
ples.” 


A Strange Verdict. 
GRAND Rapips, Mich., May 19. 

John Boyd, a butcher of Rockford, 
one morning last Summer, deliber- 
ately murdered W.B. Jackson. Boyd 
was half crazed with liquor at the 
time. He made no attempt to escape. 
He was convicted of murder and sent 
to prison for life, leaving a wife and 
four children, the youngesc but three 
days old. 

Alice Boyd, the wife of the mur- 
derer, sued Christopher Post, a 
saloonist of Rockford, for selling ber 
husband liqvor, claiming $2,000. A 
verdict was rendered this morning 
giving the woman $9,500. The case 
will probably be appealed. 

Another case of the same character, 
where a woman’s busband was killed 
ina row and the murderer executed, 
is pending. 


Desperate Strikers. 
PITTSBURG, May 20. 

A serious phase in the coke strike at 
Everson was developed this morning, 
when a mob of three hundred negroes 
and Hungarian miners, armed with 
bludgeons, suddenly appeared in the 
coke yard at the Jimtown works of 
Colonel Shoemaker. Without any 
warning they made a savage atiack on 
the men engaged in drawing out coke 
from the ovens. Such laborers as 
could not escape were cruelly beaten; 
one man being so badly hicked that 
his life is despaired of. Having de- 
stroyed all movable property, the riot- 
ers marched to the works of James 
Cochrane & Sons and destroyed the 
property there. The total destruction 
of property will probably amount to 
over $50,000. 


Silver to be Made a Speculative 
Commodity. 
New York, May 19. 

The movement to bave silver dealt 
in on the floor of the Stock Exchauge 
has progressed so far that orders have 
been given to print certificates for 500 
and 1,000 ounces of silver, to be regis- 
tered with and guaranteed by the 
Western National Bank, and applica- 
tion will be made by E. K. Willard & 
Co. at the next meeting of the Com- 
missioners of the Stock Exchange to 
have the certificates listed. The 
scheme contemplates the selection of a 
safe deposit company, which shall 
issue certificates on the deposit of any 
amount of silver, the company charg- 
ing a moderate storage raie. 


A Pioneer Counterfelter. 

Euimirma, N. Y., May 19. 
Abner G. Cody, one of the most ex- 
pert passers of counterfeit money in 
the United States, bas been arrested at 
Painted Post. Cody is seventy-two 
years old. Fora number of years he 
made his he adquarters in Michigan. 
He had in bis possession when ar- 
rested, $241 in counterfeit gold coin 
and avunumber of dies. He tas ben 
in the business since he was sixteen 
years old. Government officers have 
been hunting for him ten years with- 
out success. He has been from Maine 
to California working off bogus 
money.

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‘THE QUESTION OF SEWERAGE. 


Colonel George Waring's View of 
the Question—fe Imparts Val- 
uable information to Oar Citi- 
zens. 

A large number of ovr most 
prominent citizens met Colonel 
George Waring at Armory Hall 
last night, to listen to his iaterest- 
ing conversation on the question of 
seweruge. Mr. Waring is a pleas- 
ant talker, and his manner of ex- 
planation was plain and simple. 
He stated that be bad made him- 
self familiar with the plan, and pop- 
ulation, of our city, and was satis- 
fied that the time had come when 
the importance of a well-planned 
and well-constructed system of 
sewerage was necessary. ‘‘Now 
that you al-o realize th.s fact,’’ 
continued Colonel Waring, ‘“‘the 
most essential thing for congidera- 
tion is the plan of sewerage for you 
to adopt, the size necessary and the 
manner of its construction. When 
this matter is taken hold of, you 
must remember that it is an ex- 
pensive improvemeut, but one, also, 
that is permanent, and the sewers 


you are to coustruct are to last you 
for all time to come. It must be so 
constructed that it will never have 
to be changed either in regard to 
size or location. It must also be 
deep enough to give all connections 
with it the grade necessary fora 
free aud rapid discharge. I am in- 
formed that the storm water dees 
not trouble you to any great ex- 
tent bere, consequently you will 
not be compelled to make pro- 
vision for a very large volume of 
water that comes to you in the 
shape of rain. Bat even if this was 
otherwise it would uot be becessary 
to construct sewers mach larger 
than those used for orJdioary every-- 
day purposes. If your sewers are 
too large you will experience great 
troubie in keeping them clear. 
The object is to have them of 
proper size, so that the water that 
flows through them  wiil pass 
through in a small space, thereby 
enabling it to carry off all matter 
that passes into the sewers. Here 
I would suggest that you ue six- 
inch pipe for your lateral lines and 
larger pipe for your mainlines, My 
suggestions are bused upon what will 
be required for your future and the 
calculation that your town will ul- 
timately contain a population of 
10,000 or more. It ham been sug- 
gested that lines of sewerage be run 
from both si ies of the river and al! 
discharge independent of each 
other into theriver. This plan lI 
am confident would not suit you af- 
ter its adoption, and money 80 ex- 
pended would be virtuatly thrown 
away. My plan wouid be to con- 
struct two main lines,both ruaning 
parallel with the river. Oue be- 
tween the river and the railroad for 
the accommodation of this portion 
of your city, and one on the other 
side of the railroad for the con- 
venience of that portion of the 
place. These could either be con- 
structed so as to discharge sepa- 
rately, or be connected as you 
thought proper. My idea would be 
te discharge in the river somewhere 
in the neighborhood of the mills 
below your town. Or, the water 
discharged from your sewers could 
be used for irrigating purposed 
without avy bad effeets whatever 
arising from it. [Here the speaker 
cited instances where this was done 
and stated that no disagreeable 
odors were distiuguisbable.] The 
matter that finds its way intoa 
sewer is proportionately so sma!l 
compared withthe water that car- 
ries itaway, that itis bardly no- 
ticeable. The discharge, if sv de- 
sired, could be placed below the 
water line in theriver. The grade 
here is good, and by adopting the 
lace I have suggested, you can 
ave alltbe fall you want and it 
wiil be the successful basis of your 
sewerage forall time to come. I 
consider that man-boles are a det- 
riment rather than a benefit toa 
sewer. Tne many connections you 
will have will give your sewers all 
the veutilation necessary without 
the adoption of man-holes. Be sure 
aud lay your main and lateral 
lines deep esough to assure a good 
grade to all necessary connectious, 
At times it may be necessary to 
flush your sewers and this can 
be easily done by baving a connec- 
tion With the English mill ditch. 
The arging of your sewers 
into the river will not affect the 


stream to any noticeable extent, 


and nearly all the particles of mat- 
ter will be devoured by the fishes. 
I would impress npon you the in- 
portauce of selecting a first-class 
quality of pipe and be sure that it 
is not chicked or damaged in any 
way. Linkton’s pipe is considered 
the best.’’ Colonel Waring was 
explicit in his remarks and 
great interest in answering
